Four-lane state highways w i l l 
deadend outside the city limits un­ 
til East Liverpool completes an ar­ 
terial survey to determine h o w 
they should be routed through the 
urban area, State Highway De­ 
partment spokesmen told represen­ 
tatives of City Council, the admin­ 
istration, the Municipal T r a f f i c 
Commission and the Chamber of 
Commerce Monday night. 
The need for a long-range survey 
was explained at a meeting in 
Mayor E. Allan McKeever’s office 
by Edison W. Ellis, assistant en­ 
gineer of the Highway Depart­ 
ment’s Division ll at New Phila­ 
delphia, and Levi (Jack) Kimble, 
chief location and design engin­ 
eer. 
State law does not permit the 
Highway Department to improve 
or alter highways inside munici 
panties without the co-operation 
and support of the local communi­ 
ty, Ellis pointed out. 
East Liverpool stands virtually 
no chance of another major state- 
financed improvement until it com­ 
pletes the arterial survey, he add­ 
ed. 
Although the survey by a private 
engineering firm would cost $15,- 
000 to $25,000, the city would be 
given credit for 95 per cent of the 
cost as part of its share of the 
first project that resulted from the 
study, Kimble pointed out. 
At present, cities are required to 
put up 5 per cent of the construc­ 
tion cost and 25 per cent of the 
right-of-way cost, he said. 
Mayor McKeever commented the 
city probably would be forced to 
issue bonds or put a levy proposal 
on the ballot to finance the survey.

Shortcut To Cost $ 2 1 ,4 0 0 
State Line Road 
Project Launched 


Work started today on a new ex­ 
tension of the Calcutta - Smiths 
Ferry Rd. that will p r o v i d e a 
quicker route for Columbiana Coun­ 
ty residents working in Beaver 
County plants and help ease the 
traffic jams that now exist on 
Pennsylvania Ave. when the steel­ 
workers pass through East End. 
The project, announced jointly 
by W. A. Southan, chairman of the 
Columbiana County Board of Com­ 
missioners, and William V. Ken­ 
nedy, chairman of the B e a v e r 
County board, will improve th e 
Calcutta Rd. to near B e a v e r 
Creek bridge. 
The final link in a project that 
had its origins in the mid-30’s, it 
will provide an 18-foot road from 
Route 68—the East Liverpool-Mid­ 
land Rd.—to the present end of 
the Calcutta-Smiths Ferry 
Rd., 
but following a better route than 
the present ash road. 
The link-up with the Columbiana 
County end will provide a 4,336- 
foot road much shorter and more 
direct than the original projection 
and with a greatly reduced grade. 
The Pennsylvania section will be 
2,336 feet to the Ohio line, and 
the Columbiana County s t r e t c h 
2,300 feet. The old route measures 
1.1 miles. 
The Beaver section will s t a r t 
about a quarter of a mile east of 
the state line and some 500 feet 
west of the Beaver Creek bridge, 
with a wide intersection where it 
joins Route 68. 
The Pennsylvania Highway De­ 
partment estimated the job at $25,- 
000 but it was awarded to H. R 
Allen, Inc., of Beaver on a low 
bid of $21,400. Six firms entered 
offers.

Hanged In Cairo Prison 
6 Executed For Plotting 
To Murder Egypt Premier 


CAIRO, Egypt M)—Six members 
of the extremist Moslem Brother­ 
hood were hanged in Cairo’s mili­ 
tary prison today for plotting to 
assassinate Premier Gamal Abdel 
Nasser and overthrow his govern­ 
ment 
Disregarding pleas for clemency 
from 
other 
Moslem 
countries, 
Egypt’s governing Revolutionary 
Council carried out the executions 
ordered by a military court, which 
convicted the men Saturday. 
First to die was Mahmoud Abdel 
Latif, a tinsmith who fired eight 
wild shots at Nasser Oct. 26 during 
an Alexandria rally. 
Barefooted, his legs shaking and 
his eyes bulging with fear, Abdel 


Latif was half carried to the gal­ 
lows by the executioner and his 
assistant. 
“God forgive my sins,** he cried 
before he plunged through the trap 
door. 
The other five executed were 
Youse! Talaat, head of the brother­ 
hood’s secret order; Hindawi Du- 
weir, accused of furnishing the pis­ 
tol used in the assassination at­ 
tempt; Ibrahim el Tayeb, head of 
the secret order’s Cairo Branch; 
Abdel Kader Oda, and Mohamed 
Farghali, the order’s leader in the 
Ismailia district.

Yoshida 
Resigns High 
Japan Post 


Hatoyama Expected 
To Become Nation’s 
New Prime Minister 


TOKYO MI—Prime Minister Shi- 
geru Yoshida, the sly old fox who 
guided Japan’s destinies through 
seven 
troubled 
postwar 
years, 
stepped down today in the face of 
overwhelming opposition from both 
the right and .left. 
His likely successor is Ichiro 
Hatoyama, a conservative pro- 
American, as is Yoshida. Unlike 
Yoshida, however, Hatoyama fa­ 
vors diplomatic relations and in­ 
creased trade with Russia and Red 
China 
within 
a 
framework of 
friendship with the West. 
The Diet (Parliament) will vote 
tomorrow or Thursday on a new 
leader. 
Yoshida and hi? Cabinet re­ 
signed just hours before the Diet 
almost certainly would have top­ 
pled his government with a no- 
confidence vote. Hatoyama led the 
conservative - Socialist coalition 
that introduced the no-confidence 
motion Sunday. The coalition con­ 
trols about 253 votes in the power­ 
ful lower house. Yoshida could 
muster but 185. 
Until the revolt against him, Yo­ 
shida ruled the Diet with an iron 
hand, backed by a working ma­ 
jority in the lower house. Hato­ 
yama may find the road more dif­ 
ficult. He must depend to some 
extent on the Socialists, who said 
again today they would support 
him at least temporarily. 
If the Socialists withdraw their 
support, the Japanese political ket­ 
tle will probably boil over again. 
The resignation may mean the 
end of the political trail for the 
76-year-old Yoshida, who signed 
the San Francisco peace treaty 
for Japan and maintained close 
liaison with the Western nations. 
He will remain a member of the 
Diet, but beyond that his future 
is cloudy. 
The stock market shot up im­ 
mediately after the announcement 
that Yoshida was stepping aside. 
The action reflected the relief of 
business leaders who had {eared 
that Yoshida would carry out his 
threat to dissolve the Diet and call 
an expensive national election in 
a fight to retain power. 
Such an election probably would 
have hurt both conservative fac­ 
tions and aided only the Social­ 
ists. 
The businessmen who bankroll 
Yoshida’s Liberal party, as well 
as many Liberal party leaders, 
have been urging Yoshida to re­ 
sign. He held on through four 
hours of heated debate this morn­ 
ing, but finally threw in the towel. 
Hatoyama has said there will be 
no change in Japan’s relations 
with the United States if he is 
taped for the Prime Minister’s 
job. 


Brother Testifies: 
Doctor Collapsed 
When Told That 
Wife Was Dead 


CLEVELAND lf) — Dr. Samuel 
Sheppard collapsed in tears when 
told that his wife was dead, his 
brother, Dr. Richard Sheppard, 
testified today. 
The witness said he was one of 
the first to arrive at his brother’s 
home on the morning of the mur­ 
der, July 4. Trial of Dr. Samuel H. 
Sheppard on a charge of com­ 
mitting that murder is in its eighth 
week. 
Dr. Richard said he hurried to 
the bedroom, thinking the victim, 
Marilyn Sheppard, might still be 
alive. However, he quickly deter­ 
mined that she had been killed. 
Returning to the den downstairs, 
Dr. Richard told the jury, he found 
his brother sitting in a red leather 
chair. He said he* asked Dr. Sam 
about his injuries and then said: 
“Marilyn is gone. There is noth­ 
ing I can do.” 
With these words, he said, “Sam 
slumped on the floor on his face 
and began to cry, and he was 
moaning ‘Oh, no, no—oh my God, 
no.* ** 
Dr. Richard also testified about 
his brother’s son. Chip, now 7. He 
said he had great difficulty rousing 
the boy, and that he was “very, 
very groggy’’ when members of the 
family took him from the house.

presented 
Dr. 
Richard as the third witness in its 
attempt to discredit the state’s 
charge that Dr. Samuel Sheppard’s 
motive for murder arose from his 
relations with other women. 
Sheppard’s story is that someone 
broke into his home and battered

Treasury 
Chief Cites 
Three Aims 


Says Goal Designed 
To Aid Jobs, Rising 
Output, Stable Dollar 


WASHINGTON Lf)—Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey said today 
the Eisenhower administration has 
been following policies “designed 
to promote high employment, ris­ 
ing production and* a stable dol­ 
lar.” 
Monetary policies since the Re­ 
publicans came into office two 
years ago, Humphrey said, were 
advocated by Democratic-led con­ 
gressional committees in reports 
made in 1950 and 1952. 
The secretary referred to prede­ 
cessors of the Subcommittee on 
Economic Stabilization of the Sen­ 
ate-House Committee on the Eco­ 
nomic Report, before which he 
testified today. The earlier reports 
were made by Sen. Douglas (D-Ill) 
and Rep. Patman (D-Tex). 
Sen. Flanders (R-Vt) heads the 
present subcommittee. 
Humphrey made no direct refer­ 
ence in his prepared testimony to 
attacks on his policies and those 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
leveled yesterday by John D. Clark, 
a member of former President 
Truman’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, and Seymour Harris, pro­ 
fessor of economics at Harvard 
University. 
Humphrey declared that joint 
action by the Treasury and the 
Federal Reserve Board had estab­ 
lished an “impressive” record. He 
said economic stability was pro­ 
moted “first by helping to restrain 
inflation and then later by helping 
to avoid deflation.” 
Clark said “very great damage 
has been done” to the economy by 
“an unhappy experiment with re­ 
pressive monetary policy.”

Following Recount Vote 
Bender Election To Senate 
Certified By Ohio Secretary 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UTI—Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown today certi­ 
fied the election of Rep. George H. 
Bender (R-Ohio) to the U.S. Senate 
for a term ending Jan. 3, 1957.

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Industrial Muscle 


One reason for keeping an eye on the atoms- 
for-peace plan adopted by the United Nations 
General Assembly hasn’t changed since Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower announced it a year ago. 
It is atoms for power. 
The industrial ntuscle that made the United 
States strong is power — steam power, electric 
power and, originally, water power. 
The muscle that will keep it strong is going 
to be power, too — atomic power converted into 
electrical energy for distribution. 
A single lump of fissionable m aterial the size 
of a walnut would release as much energy as 
thousands of tons of coal. The significance of an 
international pool of such m aterial for peace­ 
tim e uses is plain. 
For the first time, industrialism can be freed 
of the handicap of chronic power shortages in 
countries without coal deposits and waterfalls. 
This is the importance of President Eisen­ 
hower’s proposal for setting up an international 
"bank” of fissionable m aterial for international 
distribution. 
The proposal had a terrific impact a year 
ago when it was made and is having a new 
im pact now, because the U.N. General Assembly 
has adopted it. There is a new era of power 
politics in the world — atomic power politics. 
The United States has proposed that it be made 
a share-and-share-alike era instead of a big- 
dog-eat-little-dog era. 


Somehow We Survived 


Democratic 
calamity howlers have fallen 
strangely silent about hard times since election 
day last November. It is interesting to wonder 
what became of their fixation that the country 
r 
as destined to go into a tailspin. 
? This was all they could talk about when Con­ 
gress convened last January. They and their 
pet economists cried the blues in Washington 
until they began to believe their own state­ 
ments. 
According to them, there would be endless 
soup lines by Christmas. They even dragged out 
their favorite specter — apple sellers. When it 
was pointed out to them that many of their 
countrymen were relieved because Korean casu­ 
alty lists had been too high a price to pay for 
a war boom, they never batted an eye or turned 
a whisker. They just kept singing the blues. 
They were hoping to discredit the Eisenhower 
administration because it had been unable to 
take the country from war to peace without 
adjustment. Their script was written for them 
by the Socialist tub-thumpers of labor unions 
whose bosses never have been known to miss a 
chance to give private enterprise a black eye. 
If it isn’t too soon and too tactless, here’s 
wishing the calamity howlers may not have a 
Merry Christmas. They aren’t expecting it, ac­ 
cording to their own admissions. 


Gadsden’s Side 
In the ruckus that has been blown up by Fol­ 
lansbee, W. Va., over sale of the Follansbee Steel 
Corp. to Republic Steel for removal to Gadsden, 
Ala., nothing had been heard of Gadsden’s side 
of the story. 
But it has a story, and The Gadsden Times 
is making sure the story gets attention. 
Gadsden says it concedes Follansbee has a 
right to fight for the steel plant that is its 
principal employer and taxpayer. But it wants 
to make sure the fight stays clean. 
It warns Follansbee not to get involved in 
Washington politics in its attempt to block a 
transaction that would be to Gadsden’s ad­ 
vantage if it were carried out. In that event, 
Gadsden would have to get involved in Wash­ 
ington politics, too. and The Times says it feels 
sure Alabama politicians would be more than 
a match for West Virginia’s politicians. 
While this is hardly a tribute to Alabama 
politicians, on the face of it, the Gadsdenites do 
have a point. The sale of a steel company’s 
equipment is not properly a political issue. It 
Is a business transaction. But if politicians get 
into it, becomes *a political fight. 
And no one should sell Alabama short in a 
political fight.

The Logic Behind Red China’s Stand 


To many who are interested in 
the Far East, the questions arise: 
I. Was it a fluke in timing that 
the Chinese Communists announced 
the sentencing 
of 13 American 
prisoners - of - 
war at j u s t 
the time t h e y 
did? 
2. Was it a 
p r e m e d i ­ 
tated slap in 
our face at a 
time when the 
Russians 
and 
George Sokolsky t h e Chinese 
"Reds” were pressing their cam­ 
paign for ‘‘peaceful coexistence” ? 
3. Why have they announced the 
sentencing of only 13 prisoners-of- 
war? What is being done about all 
the others? 
4. Are they really warning the 
United States that if this country 
continues to support Chiang Kai- 
shek on Formosa, they will com­ 
mit mayhem on American hos­ 
tages? 
The traditions of the Chinese 
people are best recorded in their 
novels, the most notable of which 
is the "Romance of the T h r e e 
Kingdoms,” from which most of 
the plays of the classical Chinese 
theater have been adapted. It was 
written by Lo Kuan-chung (R60- 
1341). The hero of the novel is 
Chuko Liang, also called Kung- 
ming, who was the prime minister 
of Han. Literate or illiterate, all 
Chinese know the stories in t h i s 
book because 
they are 
in 
the 
folklore of the people. One tale 
shows how words can be weapons. 


CHUKO LIANG wants an ad­ 
versary to die so he decides to 
write a letter that will kill him. 
It is not a poisoned letter but the 
words pierce the heart. This is the 
letter: 
"You will permit me to 
say 
that a leader of an arm y should be 
able to go and come, to be facile 
and obdurate, to advance and re­ 
tire, to show himself weak or 
strong, to be immovable as moun­ 
tains, to be inscrutable as t h e 
operations of nature, to be infinite 
as the universe, to be everlasting 
as the blue void, to be vast as the 
ocean, to be dazzling as the lights 
of heaven, to foresee droughts and 
floods, to know the nature of the 
ground, to understand the possibil­ 
ities of battle arrays, to conjec­ 
ture the excellences and defects of 
the enemy. 
"Alas! One of your sort, igno­ 
rant and i n f e r i o r , rising im­ 
pudently in heaven’s vault, 
has 
had the presumption to assist a 
rebel to 
assume 
the 
imperial 
style and state at Loyang, to send 
some m i s e r a b l e soldiers into 
Hsiehku. There they happened upon 
drenching rain. The difficult roads 
wearied both men and horses, 
driving them frantic. Weapons and

And the story recounts that the 
adversary, Tsao Chen read the 
letter and died. 
It may sound like child’s play to 
the Western mind, 
but in the 
East, where "face” is not de­ 
stroyed by a Marxist revolution, 
the psychological value of a word 
is very great. In fact, the word is 
often synonymous with action and 
is of greater value. 
Here is China that in 1948 hardly 
had a modern army, twitting the 
great United States, holding Amer­ 
ican hostages, 
imprisoning pris- 
oners-of-war in violation of a truce 
agreement and international law— 
it is a terrific show of strength. 
It is something to make the earth 
tremble. 


NOT THE MA CHU emperors, 
not the dowager empress, n o t 
Yuan Shih-kai, not Chiang Kai- 
shek dared to flout the United 
States. But Mao Tse-tung takes 
such events in his stride, and the 
Americans fear his power because 
they do nothing about it but grum­ 
ble. Mao is a doughty warrior who 
fights with guile. 
Perhaps this couplet from the 
same novel explains what is in 
his mind: 
" ‘And now the west is mine,’ 
the victor thought, 
"But danger from 
the 
north 
discretion taught.” 
And in 
that couplet lies 
the 
truth of the Red Chinese attitude 
toward the United States. They be­ 
lieve that the United States is so 
fearful of war that it has become 
cowardly. I lived in China for 13 
years and know what a Chinese 
attitude toward the coward is — 
he kicks him in the groin. 
The coward has no "face” and a 
man without face is a despised 
creature. On the other hand, Mao 
Tse-tung knows that if he acted to­ 
ward Russia as he does toward the 
United States, Russian f o r c e s 
would converge from every noth- 
ern and western direction upon 
him. 
Nobody wants war but in this 
muddled world, no n a t i o n can 
afford cowardice.

THERE IS A letter here which 
someday will have an important 
place 
in 
the 
country’s 
history. 
Some people feel it played a great 
part, in speeding up the eventual 
m erger of the AFL and CIO into 
a mass federation of 15 million 
working people. Such a coalition 
will have considerable impact on 
our national politics, domestic pol­ 
icies and international role. 
The letter was written by AFL 
president George Meany to CIO 
president Walter Reuther shortly 
after a tense meeting during which 
Reuther impugned the motives of 
the AFL. That occurred several 
W’ednesdays back. Reuther a n d 
Meany had m et to 
discuss 
the 
merger. They had a very cordial 
talk. Then they went into a meet­ 
ing with some of their colleagues 
and David Cole, who is their na­ 
tional umpire in fights between 
AFL and CIO unions. 
At one point Reuther said that 
three AFL unions were raiding his 


Auto Workers’ Union at the North 
American Aviation Co. There was 
strong talk. And unfriendly feel­ 
ings. Meany then wrote a friendly 
letter to Reuther saying, in effect, 
let’s get together on the important 
m atter and settle these lesser is­ 
sues later. 
The tension was eased between 
the two leaders. . . 


NOW CIO OFFICIALS are work­ 
ing on plans to help those officials 
who will lose their posts as a re­ 
sult of the merger of the two mas­ 
sive federations. The CIO hopes to 
set up some sort of pension fund 
for displaced officers who don’t 
fine berths in the new coalition. 
Every effort will be made to help 
everyone. . . 
There is also a question of what 
to do with the money in CIO’s 
treasury. Some of it may go into 
the pension fund for displaced of­ 
ficers. Some of it may be saved for 
the new Dept, of Industrial Or­ 
ganizations which will probably be 
set up inside the enlarged AFL. . . 
There are hundreds of CIO city 
and state councils which will be 
merged into the AFL’s city and 
state counterparts. The plan here 
tov the moment is to make an AFL 
man president of each new council 
and a CIO man secretary. 
There is even talk of CIO Sec­ 
retary - Treasurer Jim Carey be­ 
coming the third national officer 
of the AFL, which now has only 
two: George Meany, and B i l l 
Schnitzler, who is secretary-treas- 
urer. Some CIO officials want Car­ 
ey as treasurer of the new organi­ 
zation and Schnitzler to remain as 
secretary. 
The new merged labor federa­ 
tion will have complete radio cov­ 
erage of the n a t i o n . The CIO al­ 
ready has a daily commentator. He 
is expected to continue broadcast­ 
ing nationally The AFL has just 
taken on Ed Morgan and h a s 
switched to the ABC network. 


UNDER THE NEW arrangem ent 
Morgan will be heard over 175 sta­ 
tions, instead of the previous 150 
AFL outlets. The AFL broadcasts 
will be beamed out every night 
over all 175 mikes, instead of the 
former schedule which was heard 
only three times weekly, except in 
the m ajor cities. 
The new outlets are in the heart 
of states in which labor hasn’t 
fared well politically, such as El 
Paso, Texas; Las Vegas, Nev., and 
Shreveport, La. All this was skill­ 
fully arranged so that it lits both, 
coasts at 7 p.m. Even the basket­ 
ball craze was taken into consid­ 
eration. The broadcasts were set 
up so they wouldn’t compete with 
the sport. . . 


Eisenhower Blunders In Watkins Stand 


Once Over 


By H. I. Phillips 


President Eisenhower may have 
just committed the costliest blun­ 
der politically of his entire career 
and it could make much easier 
the task of the Democrats in win­ 
ning the presidency in 1956. 
At the very time when the har­ 
monizing words of the party lead­ 
er in the White House were needed 
to heal the woulds of the McCar- 
thy-Flanders - Watkins fracas, the 
President poured salt on those 
same wounds. He has widened the 
breach. 
Prominent 
Republicans 
are privately expressing astonish­ 
ment at the move. 
Only a few days ago Eisenhow­ 
er wisely told his press conference 
that the dispute about the so-called 
"censure” resolution was a Senate 
problem. But something happened 
after the vote was taken. Some­ 
body arranged for the President to 
have 
a 
conference 
with 
Sen. 
Watkins and a prepared statement 
was issued at the White House de­ 
claring that Eisenhower had con­ 
gratulated the Utah senator "on 
the very splendid job he did as 
chairman of the special commit­ 
tee.” 
Opinions differ among lawyers 
as to the job done because Wat­ 
kins refused to permit defense 
counsel to make an oral argument 
on the precedents involved in sim­ 
ilar cases. 


THERE 
WASN’T 
any 
crying 
need for such a statem ent by Ei­ 
senhower and in politics it is a 
good rule never to do the super­ 
fluous. But among the President’s 
advisers evidently there is a be­ 
lief that a split Republican party 
is a help to him in getting Demo­ 
cratic votes and that somehow the 
dissenting senators on the Repub­ 
lican side do not represent any 
sizable group of citizens in t h e 
country. 
The latest Gallup Poll, however, 
published only last week, shows 
that inside the Republican party 
four-fifths of those interviewed had 
formed an opinion and of these 56.7 
per cent were against censure and 
43.3 per cent were in favor of the 
move. 
Clearly such a division in a ma­ 
jor political party is a serious 
thing. In the final vote on the res­ 
olution to "condemn” Sen. McCar­ 
thy there were 24 
Republicans 
against it and 22 Republicans in 
favor of it. 
Both Sens. Capehart and Brick­ 
er 
were 
absent 
but 
"paired” 
against the resolution and these 
two added to the 22 Republican 
votes opposed to censure plus Mc­ 
Carthy’s own vote gives a lineup 
of 25 Republicans on his side as 
compared with 22 on the other side 
or possibly 23 if Sen. Wiley is 
added. He wasn’t present and said 
in advance he didn’t wish to be 
recorded as voting either way. 
This is far from a healthy situa­ 
tion and it was bad enough before 
the President stepped in with his 
congratulatory statem ent to Wat­ 
kins. Actually the Senate as a 
whole rejected #good deal of the 
Watkins committee report. It elim- 
ated, for instance, all reference to 
Gen. Zwicker or the subject of 
handling witnesses or congression­ 
al investigations, and it took out 
the word "censure” in reference to 
the Wisconsin senator’s "failure to 
cooperate with” a 1952 committee. 
In the final resolution the sec­ 
ond part was taken entirely from 
the resolution offered by Sen. Ben­ 
nett. None of this was contained in 
the Watkins report but was a last- 
minute condemnation without a 
hearing to establish the prece­ 
dents. It was, indeed, an example 
of what McCarthy meant by the 
term "lynching bee.” 


BUT IT IS ON the political front 
that President Eisenhower’s delib­ 
erate effort to line himself up with 
a minority of the Republicans in 
the Senate will have far-reaching 
repercussions.

In the first place there has been 
for months a feeling among many 
Republicans throughout the coun­ 
try that the President and mem­ 
bers of his immediate staff were to 
no small extent responsible for in­ 
itiating the Stevens - Cohn - Schine 
episode and for later encouraging 
the Flanders motion to censure. 
This has been repeatedly denied 
by devoted supporters of Eisen­ 
hower, even by some who were on 
the pro-McCarthy side. 
Now, however, with the Presi­ 
dent’s congratulations to Watkins 
in the form of a prepared state­ 
ment and a planned conference 
with the senator himself it will be 
difficult to erase the impression 
that Eisenhower has all a l o n g 
taken sides in what a few days 
ago he was content to call a Sen­ 
ate problem. 
Instead of putting a quietus on 
the McCarthy controversy, t h e 
President by his statem ent h a s 
added fuel to the flames as has 
also the failure of the Senate to 
wait for a report from a special 
committee which found that the 
name of Sen. Hennings had been 
signed without his knowledge or 


consent on a committee letter ask­ 
ing the postal authorities to put 
a "m ail cover” on the mail of Mc­ 
Carthy and his family. This is 
something usually put on to catch 
fugitives from justice convicted of 
crime. 


THERE WAS a loud clamor last 
summer about a "faked” photo­ 
graph and a "phony” letter when 
an exerpt from an FBI report was 
"offered” but not included as evi­ 
dence in the Stevens - Cohn hear­ 
ings. Now the Senate itself has 
adjourned without even waiting to 
hear the facts on a real "forgery.” 
So it all depends on whose ox is 
gored — and the millions of Amer­ 
icans who do not like to see singled 
out for rebuke only those who are 
fighting communism will not for­ 
get 
that 
McCarthy 
was

demned” by a solid vote of the 
Democrats and by a minority of 
the Republicans for refusing to 
"cooperate”

This morning when I was finger­ 
ing my way through Ladies Wear­ 
ing Apparel in a half-blind search 
for my single-breasted sackcloth 
with the built-in ashes, I came 
across a relic called a vest.

Central heating multiplied and 
improved. The winters grew mild­ 
er. Automobiles became snugger.

Security In The Subways 


Big cities are checking on subway and other 
transit workers, aware of the damage an enemy 
agent could do, and in New York two subway 
workers have been ousted and a bus driver 
suspended as security risks. . . We are all for 
tossing out proven "risks” and checking thor­ 
oughly on the suspects, but it seems to us that 
everybody in the subways, especially in the 
rush hours, is a security risk to somebody else, 
and we include the passengers. Battered by 
years of subway travel, we have seldom en­ 
countered a fellow passenger who seemed kind­ 
ly enough to settle for coexistence. P e a c e , 
brotherhood and better understandings get a 
terrible battering in rapid transit. 


Never have we taken a rush-hour subway trip 
without feeling we have been sabotaged. Be­ 
fore we had even managed to get into the 
doorway at 8:30 the other morning we felt as 
if we had been slugged, dragged off and execut­ 
ed without trial. Our own character is no bargain 
in subway rushes. We think we impress the 
other fellow as one unfriendly state impresses 
another. When we finally reach our destination 
we Ipok like a told war. We are sure Mr. 
Malik wears a more friendly expression. (We 
have seldom seen a subway worker who looks 
as dangerous as the passengers.) 


But a bus is something else. We have endured 
much in them. But we have seldom been right- 
side up long enough to feel as warlike as we 
do in the subway. A passenger pitched forward 
or sideways throughout a journey is left «ea- 
sick. When seasick we are a menace to no 
man, friend or foe. And as for bus drivers, 
they are too busy driving, issuing transfers, 
making change and answering foolish questions 
to bother about ideologies. 
If inclined to be hostile, a bus driver, it 
seems to us, would be hostile to the whole 
human race, not to any one segment. There is 
no question but that the great body of transit 
workers are IOO per cent Americans. Many of 
them are war vets. With a few isolated excep­ 
tions (which can be found in any business or 
profession) a bus driver knows that, tough as 
his life is, it would be worse if the passengers 
were all cut in the U.S.S.R. pattern. 
A bus full of Molotovs would be pretty hard 
to take. Yes, passengers on subways and buses 
can be irascible, difficult and even unbearable, 
but suppose they all carried HAMMERS AND 
SICKLES! ! ! End of the run! AU out! 


That oil painting of Winston Churchill present­ 
ed to him on his 80th birthday could be re­ 
garded as an act of aggression, say some 
folks. . . We half expected Winnie to proclaim 
he would fight the artist "on the beaches, on 
the hills and in the streets.” 
A handler of union welfare funds admits to a 
House Labor Committee that he grosses $145,000 
a year in commissions. . . There’s no business 
like welfare business. 
Vishinsky has been buried but we hear he 
still sits up when anybody asks, "Are there 
any other speakers?” 
Now that Joe McCarthy has been censured 
how about a little censure for Senate committee 
witnesses who thumb their noses at all ques­ 
tions, dentists who get out of the Army so 
much easier than GI’s and all the boys who 
continue to keep the public in the dark so 
far as the Peress promotion and honorable dis­ 
charge are concerned? No language used in 
temper by any senator has ever been half as 
rough as the language used day after day over 
the past five years by scores of suspected 
Commie agents and spies. You don’t know what 
abuse is unless you get the stenographic re­ 
ports of these Senate hearings and, unfortunate­ 
ly, very few people bother. 
Sign on a New England lunchroom "Gag’s 
Restaurant.” 
In a two-week hunt we have found nobody 
who doesn’t think President Eisenhower suffered 
from incredibly bad public relations advice 
when he brushed off the Army-Navy game. 
Ike has more burdens than any one man should 
have to bare, and he is entitled to rest and 
relaxation, but the Army-Navy game is an his­ 
toric institution not heretofore ignored by Presi­ 
dents. . .

Let Them Talk 


The old saying that "children 
should be seen and not heard 
is 
all wrong, according to Dr. John 
Pruis, director of t r a i n i n g for 
speech teachers at Southern Illi­ 
nois University. 
"The silent type, young or old, 
is a misfit in today’s world,” Pruis 
said. 
"Free expression” helps clarify 
thinking, and a child with a large 
vocabulary usually leads his group 
of playmates, he said. On the other 
hand, a child who has a limited 
word knowledge seldom is popular 
with other youngsters. 
The professor also has a theory 
on why children ask so many ques­ 
tions : 
"They ask incessant questions 
not so much for information as to 
hear parents talk so they can copy 
them. 
"This method, annoying as it 
may be, should be encouraged not 
curbed. It helps the child m aster 
the basic tool of communication— 
the spoken word. If he can’t use 
this tool by the time he enters 
school, he is in for a rough time 
learning to read, write and listen.” 
The speech specialist said t h e 
child who can speak many words 
when he starts to learn to read 
will have little trouble tying the 
printed symbol to the word in his 
mind.

Firemen Quell Blaze 
In Empty Store Site 


Fire today caused slight damage 
to the first floor of the vacant 
three-story business building at E. 
5th and Washington Sts. formerly 
occupied by the William Erlanger 
& Co. men’s store. 
Although hampered by d e n s e 
smoke that forced them to don 
masks, firemen had the blaze un 
der control within an hour after 
the first alarm was received at 
9:02, Assistant Chief Earl Fenton 
said.

He said he believes a low 
fire was kept in the gas furnace 
to prevent pipes from freezing. Un 
officially, the cause was reported 
as a wiring short. 
The fire first was noticed by per­ 
sonnel at the adjoining Smith & 
Phillips Co. store when the auto­ 
matic sprinkler system went off 
and set a bell ringing on the Wash­ 
ington St. side of the building. Fire 
men said several sprinkler heads 
near the furnace, activated by the 
heat, flooded the cellar with about 
IO inches of water. 
Chief Fenton and Fireman Rob­ 
ert McCullough checked on t h e 
sprinkler alarm and finding t h e 
building full of smoke sent in the 
alarm via a box at E. 5th and 
Washington Sts. Police moved in to 
direct traffic around the spot and 
travel was shut off on Washing­ 
ton St. between E. 5th and 4th Sts. 
Owned by the M. E. Golding es 
tate, tie building has been vacant 
since March.

To reduce successfully, it is im­ 
portant not only to have a goal, but 
to keep it vividly in mind. This 
principle is psychologically sound, 
giving your mind a blueprint on 
which to work. 
In reducing, the ultimate goal is 
often many months distant, so it 
is helpful to move toward that goal 
in steps. In short, have a near ob­ 
jective, such as the next smaller 
dress size. This sutains interest. 
In yesterday’s column, our dis­ 
heartened overweight who weighs 
234 pounds wears size 44. The doc­ 
tor has urged her to bring her 
weight down to at least 180 pounds. 


AT THAT weight, since she is 
fairly tall, she will be able to wear 
a size 20 dress. In her wardrobe 
she has sizes 20 and 18. 
Instead of concentrating on los­ 
ing the lump sum of 54 pounds, 
this overweight should aim first at 
losing 16 pounds in the next two 
months. She will then be able to 
wear size 42 easily. She has some 
42’s on hand. 
When she can slip into those 42’s 
with room to spare, another dozen 
dozen pounds off will allow her 
to wear size 40, altered slightly up­ 
wards. Her first new dress then 
should be size 40, and she should 
buy only one inexpensive dress in 
that size. 
So that all of you will know the 
approximate number of pounds that 
stand between you and your next 
smaller size, here it is: There are 
IO to 16 pounds between standard 
dress sizes, depending on stature. 
In small sizes, there is a IO to 12 
pound difference; medium sizes in 
12 to 14 pounds and in large sizes 
there are 16 pounds from one size 
to the next. 
However, as you have no doubt 
experienced, there is a 
weight 
range within which you can wear a 
certain size. If you are crowding 
the seams of your present size, you 
will need to take off the standard 
number of pounds, and perhaps an 
extra three to five pounds before 
you fit the smaller size. There are 
just as many pounds between sizes 
coming down as there were going 
up! 
It helps enormously to know the 
score. Your letters reveal t h a t 
many of you reduce IO pounds and 
stop because this did not change 
your dress size. Ii you knew that 
reducing another five to six pounds 
would turn the trick and let you 
wear a dress a size smaller, why 
nothing could stop you I 


WHAT ABOUT the number of 
i n c h e s between dress sizes? In 
large sizes there is a standard two 


inch difference in the main meas­ 
urements. 
That is, there is a two inch in­ 
crease in bust, waist, abdomen and 
hip measurement from one dress 
size to the next larger size. And 
where your clothes require altera­ 
tions gives the clue as to where 
your figure needs fixing.

After con­ 
sulting with Solicitor Joseph Coop­ 
er, President Goodballet said the 
ordinance would net die if it was 
tabled for a specific time, so Coun­ 
cilman Willshaw amended his mo­ 
tion to provide it would be taken 
up again at the next meeting.

The milk licensing regulation, 
suggested by the Health Board, 
was deferred to perm it Council to 
fix an inspection fee for milk and 
related products brought into the 
city.

Three suggested traffic changes 
were accepted by City C o u n c i l 
Monday night and two others were 
referred for study by the Munici­ 
pal Traffic Commission.

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Court Rules 
Against States 
In Truck Case 


Can’t Bar Interstate 
Truckers, Even For 
Repeated Violations 


WASHINGTON UR—The Supreme 
Court ruled yesterday that states 
m ay not bar interstate truckers 
from their highways, even for re­ 
peated and illegal overloading. 
And that decision set off a new 
round of discussion today on the 
effect of heavy trucks on the na­ 
tion’s highway sgfetem, and how 
to enforce weight limits imposed 
by states. 
Two influentially placed Demo­ 
crats—Sen. Monroney of Oklahoma 
and Rep. Harris of Arkansas—said 
the new Congress may consider 
giving states more police power. 
But a spokesman for the American 
Trucking Associations said present 
laws are quite adequate. 
The Supreme Court, in an Illinois 
case, declared that only the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission can 
grant permits to truck companies 
for traffic involving more than one 
state. And so, the court held, only 
the ICC can abridge that permit 
The 8-0 decision voided part of 
an Illinois law which provided that 
the state could suspend an inter­ 
state trucker from its highways 
• for 90 days upon IO loading vio­ 
lations, or one year and 90 days 
after another IO violations. 
The court said that states, to 
enforce their weight limits, may 
(I) still impose fines or other pen 
alties for violations or (2) ask the 
ICC to take away the permit of 
habitual violators. 
The opinion, written by Justice 
quires trucking firms to comply 
with proper state laws and regu­ 
lations, so there is no reason why 
the ICC 
may 
not 
protect 
the 
state’s interests on its own initia­ 
tive or on complaint by the state. 
Illinois, joined by Indiana and 
the American Automobile Assn., 
had argued that loss of the state’s 
power to suspend truckers from 
its highways would leave a state 
without sufficient means to com­ 
pel compliance. State officials con­ 
tended that trucking companies 
could make more than enough 
money off of excessive loads to 
pay for mere fines. 
Peter T. Beardsley, director of 
the law department for the truck­ 
ing associations, today called this 
a “ ridiculous contention.” He said 
fines and other penalties already 
provided in state law are more 
than adequate to deter any would- 
be violators, if properly enforced.

Approved By Council 
For Blacktop Project 


Council took the first step Mon­ 
day night toward accepting sec­ 
tions of Fisher Park streets not 
dedicated for public use, an action 
that will clear the way for about 14 
homes to be included in a sani­ 
tary sewer program in the resi­ 
dential district. 
In a caucus s e s s i o n , Council 
asked its streets committee to work 
with Solicitor Joseph Cooper on ac­ 
ceptance of the tract, known as the 
third addition to Fisher Park. The 
solicitor pointed out sewers cannot 
be installed on the streets in their 
present status as private property. 
Councilman Robert G. Duncan 
said the action would affect 14 
families on N. and S. Surrey Rds. 
One of the first steps will be 
preparation of a plat showing the 
accepted portion that can be filed 
with the recorder’s office at Lis­ 
bon, the solicitor said. Although 
the streets are undedicated, t h e 
area is inside the city limits. The 
question of the acceptance has 
been hanging fire since shortly aft­ 
er World War II. 
Council approved legislation pro­ 
viding a $12,155 bond issue to re­ 
tire notes issued to finance black 
top paving of M ayberry Lane be­ 
tween St. Clair Ave. and Curry 
St. in 1953. Special assessments 
against owners of abutting prop­ 
erty will return $10,035 of the total. 
The city’s share of the work was 
, $2,120, the ordinance said. T h e 
bonds will m ature annually through 
Dec. I, 1965. 
In other business, C o u n c i l in­ 
structed Clerk Ray H. Goodman to 
publish a legal notice of intent to 
abandon a section of Grove Alley 
north of E. 3rd St. The abandon 
ment was requested in November 
by the American Paper Products 
Co., which said it would use the 
property in expanding its adjoin­ 
ing plant. 
Frank Newtz and Frank Hopper, 
both residents of Wooster Ave., ap­ 
peared at the session to protest the 
condition of their street. T h e y 
tacked on a complaint of septic 
tank seepage in open ditches. 
The streets committee, S a f e t y 
Service Director Thomas D. En­ 
ochs and the Health Board were 
asked to investigate. 
Council approved a streets com­ 
mittee recommendation for install­ 
ation of new street lights on Bank 
St. and Montana Ave. Councilman 
Duncan, chairman, said he also 
will check a request for a new light 
on Claiboume Ave., approved by 
Council a year ago, that has not 
been installed. 
The claims committee was given 
a $153 bill from Thomas H. Dixon, 
1932 Lisbon St., for damages to his 
auto Nov. 18 when it was involved 
in a collision with a city truck at 
W. 9th and Lisbon Sts.

Diverted acreage under crop con­ 
trols used only for soil building 
crops or pasture. 
In an address yesterday, Roger 
Fleming, secretary-treasurer of the 
National FBF, told delegates they 
would fare better by getting an 
even break at the m arket place 
than by seeking political solutions 
to economic problems. 
Fleming urged the group to back 
legislation for "bona fide world 
trade” and acceptance of foreign 
currency. 
Bowman Doss, executive vice­ 
president of the Farm Bureau In­ 
surance Companies, said high in­ 
surance claim settlements hurt the 
farmers. 
He said “insurance companies do 
not have endless sums of money. 
People must be made to realize 
that excessive claims settlements 
must be paid by the policyholders 
themselves.”

City Treasury Gets 
$2,743 For Month 


Municipal Court revenue declined 
$670.50 during November, it was 
reported today by Harold L. Pow­ 
ell, court clerk.

His monthly report showed $2,743 
was turned over to the city treas­ 
ury last month, including $474.60 
from costs in civil cases and $2,- 
268.40 in fines, costs and forfeitures 
in criminal cases.

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13 Years Ago 
Unity Of Command Proves 
Lesson Of Pearl Harbor

PEARL HARBOR, Dec. 7 MV- 
This is the 13th anniversary of 
the Japanese attack on Pearl Har­ 
bor. Could it happen again? 
This question drew a yes and 
no answer as the anniversary was 
observed by a simple wreath-lay­ 
ing ceremony on the platform built 
on the rusting hulk of the battle­ 
ship Arizona, tomb for 1,174 sail­ 
ors trapped when it overturned 
during Japan's surprise attack in 
1941.

GOF Pledge Assailed 
After Humphrey Sees 
$4% Billion Deficit 


WASHINGTON UP) — Democrats 
;oday hopped on Secretary of the 
rreasury Humphrey’s declaration 
that a balanced budget is out for 
next year. Sen, Sparkman (D-Ala) 
charged it made “political clack- 
ety-clack’* 
of 
1952 
Republican 
campaign pledges. 
Humphrey told a news confer­ 
ence yesterday, “We cannot bal 
ance the budget" during the year 
starting next July I. He said every 
effort would be made to keep the 
deficit below three billion dollars. 
And he confirmed a previous fore­ 
cast that the deficit for the pres­ 
ent fiscal year, ending next June 
30, would be in the vicinity of 4% 
billion dollars. 
Sparkman and Sen. Douglas (D- 
111) assailed the administration for 
what they called “utterly unrealis­ 
tic" 1952 campaign promises to 
cut 
spending 
and 
balance 
the 
budget. 
Sen. Ives 
(R-NY) 
said Hum­ 
phrey’s statement would guaran­ 
tee a "very careful study" by 
Congress of tax reduction sched­ 
uled for next spring. 
These include a decrease from 
52 to 47 per cent in the corporate 
income tax rate and a reduction 
in a number of excise (sales) 
taxes. Humphrey said he couldn’t 
anticipate whether President Ei 
senhower will suggest abandoning 
the cuts. But his comments en­ 
couraged the belief that the ad­ 
ministration will oppose any tax 
decreases next year. 
Sparkman, 
Democratic 
vice 
presidential nominee in 1952, said 
in an interview: 
“It is no surprise to me that 
they can’t balance the budget. The 
Republicans said they were going 
to do that and they were going to 
cut spending and pare down the 
national debt and create what they 
called a sound dollar. 
“Actually, the dollar is worth as 
little today as ever before. And 
the budget is worse out of balance 
than ever before in peacetime. The 
debt is going up. Spending has not 
come down." 
Douglas said he was not “blam­ 
ing" the Republican administra­ 
tion “for failing to balance the 
budget." 
“I’m not surprised at Hum­ 
phrey’s statement,’ he told a re­ 
porter. “But I think the experi­ 
ence 
of the 
Republican 
party 
should teach them not to be so 
loose W’ith their campaign prom­ 
ises." 
Humphrey said the administra­ 
tion is “struggling to cut expen­ 
ditures in each department and 
we will continue to do so until a 
balance is finally reached."

Although there is some $135,000 
in the municipal light plant fund, 
it is earmarked for part payment 
of a new $350,000 generator. Coun­ 
cil agreed to tap this source only 
as a last resort. 
A $75,000 bond issue for the city 
hall was approved in 1953, b u t 
Council authorized an extra $18,- 
000 for the new building which was 
completed and dedicated in Octo­ 
ber. Total cost of the new struc­ 
ture now stands at some $103,400. 
In light of other proposed ex­ 
penses for the new city hall, Coun­ 
cilman Chester Whitehouse, chair­ 
man of the finance committee, 
said, “Not another dime should be 
spent until a 
solution can be 
worked out by my committee and 
city officials."

The average child may say two 
words at the age of I and as many 
as 200 words a year later. 
But some children, who prove 
later to have average or superior 
mentality 
and good facility of 
speech, speak little or not at all 
until after the age of 2. 
A certain eminent scientist I 
knew well in babyhood spoke very 
little before he wras 3, and his par­ 
ents were deeply concerned about 
his slow speech development. In­ 
cidentally, he had hit on a good 
sign language to which his family 
readily responded. 


IF YOUR CHILD, at the age of 
2% or 3, has said no words you 
recognize, you should have an ex­ 
pert check on his hearing. Obvi­ 
ously the child who does not hear 
well is handicapped in developing 
speech. 
Some youngsters who talk no­ 
ticeably late get along well with­ 
out speech. Some others have been 
hampered by emotional factors of 
all sorts. 
For example, a teacher or par­ 
ent writes me now and then of 
some child in kindergarten or first 
grade who says not a word in the 
schoolroom, though he may speak 
freely on t h e playground or at 
home. 


NOW AND THEN a little child 
develops speech very late because 
his parents have urged -him un­ 
duly to speak. One mother wrote 
me of the little child whose father 
whipped him* to force him to say 
words after h i s father, and in 
vain. 
Instead of urging or command­ 


ing any little child to speak, ifs 
wise to assume he w*ill do so by 
and by. Keep repeating the names 
of objects and actions and show 
pleasure at e a c h speech effort of 
his. 
Especially in the case of the 
child who is slew to talk, one 
should talk about what one is do­ 
ing with him or for him, always 
speal'ing slowly a n d distinctly. 
One should read a great deal to 
him, repeating his favorites over 
and over. Also, the child should 
mingle freely at play with other 
children who are kind to him and 
make him feel comfortable with 
them.

$200 an 8,000-square-foot plot in the 
east end of town from the E r i e 
Railroad for building a pumping 
station. 
An ordinance was passed grant­ 
ing authority to permanently lease 
from the railroad the right-of-way 
needed for installation of the sew­ 
er. 
Council decided to hire an en­ 
gineer or architect to evaluate 
three proposed sites for construc­ 
tion of a new swimming pool . 
Funds for the pool will be fur­ 
nished from a $37,500 levy passed 
in November, and S16.000 left in 
the estate of Miss Sadie VanFossan 
for such a pool. 
Council gave first reading to an 
ordinance providing for the sale of 
a frame village storage building 
next to the Village Hall. Trucks 
and other equipment will be moved 
to a new concrete block building at 
the water works.
